Latest advices from Manila report a serious 
firo in a bodega (godown) belonging to Mussra. 
W. S. Macleod and Cu. whick ovcurred on tho 
ightofthe 26h ult, the dariago done bein 
estimaled ut $150000..

barrels of putroloam, aod it was feared thut the 
flames woull spread to the latter, bat. Inckily 
there was vory little wind, and. what thore was 
blow trom tl direction of the latter godown. 
Tt is said that this is thy largest fire that bos 
taken place fa Manila for over ifty years, 
nothing that tho insurgents dil tu that: way 
coming. within’ comparable distance with it, 
The building and hemp: wore fally ‘ineured.
